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REMARKS 

Remarks made in the October 26, 2006 Amendment are considered relevant and 
considered to be of record. They are not repeated herein. The October 26, 2006 claim 
listing was not entered. Hence changes and status indicators are shown based on the 
March 16, 2006 claim listing. The present claim listing differs from the October 26, 
2006 claim listing at claims 8, 14 and 15. 

By this amendment, claims 5, 8 and 9 are amended. Support can be found in 
the specification in the claims as originally filed and in the specification, for example, at 
paragraphs 20-22. There is no new matter. Entry of these amendments is deemed 
proper. 

Amendment Compliance 

The Advisory Action indicated that the claim listing was non-compliant. Proper 
versions of claims 14 and 15 are found in the present claim listing. Status of claim 8 is 
now deemed proper. Entry of the present amendment is respectfully requested. 

Rejections withdrawn 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Examiner's indication in the November 11, 
2006 Advisory Action that the amendment proposed (not entered) and now entered as 
a matter of right would overcome the 35 U.S.C. §112 rejections. 

Matter Requiring Further Consideration 

The November 11, 2006 Advisory Action indicated that the newly incorporated 
limitation regarding the zyxin derivative would minimally require further search and 
consideration. Such further search and consideration is respectfully requested.
